1 . MATTER OP PINANCIAL SITUATION OP UNWRA WAS RAISED 
WITH AMB EL SHAPEI, DIR INTEL ORG APFAIRS MPA, BY A/DCM, 

SEPT 12. POINTS CONTAINED IN PARA 16 REPTEL WERE MADE. 

EL SHAFEI RESPONDED THAT GOE WAS SYMPATHETIC, OP COURSE, 
TO ASSISTING UNWRA IN MEETING ITS DEPICITS. GOE WISHED 
TO SUPPORT ORGANIZATION TO EXTENT POSSIBLE. HE SAID 
"WE WOULD LIKE TO SEE UNWRA BUDGET MADE PART OF OVERALL 
UN BUDGET AND WOULD LIKE GA TO URGE ALL MEMBERS TO 
INCREASE THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS. 

2. EL SHAPEI ADDED "EGYPT HAS BEEN SUPPORTING PALES- 
TINIANS WHO ARE LIVING ON EGYPTIAN TERRITORY AND WHO 
WERE SUPPOSED TO BENEFIT FROM UNWRA RATIONS. HOWEVER, 
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THEY HAVE NOT RECEIVED THESE RATIONS AND GOE HAS BEEN 
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AIDING UNWRA BY ASSUMING THE ADDITIONAL BURDEN OF 
FEEDING THEM." 

3. EL SHAFEI DID NOT COMMENT WHEN POINT WAS MADE THAT 
OIL-RICH ARAB COUNTRIES MIGHT BE PARTICULARLY HELPFUL 
IN ASSISTING UNWRA IN MEETING ITS DEFICITS.
